For the last two years, \MCSO has been testing high security locks in the Detention
Facility that will provide the necessary security needed in the high risk areas. There have
been a number of incidents where inmates were able to defeat the existing locks and get
out of their cell and/or barricade themselves. The recommended locks from Southern
Folger Detention Equipment Company are designed for maximum security operations
and will be used in the Special Housing Unit, Housing Unit 3 Bubble are4 and the
infirmary at the Detention Facility. These areas require the most security because of the
types of individuals housed.
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The lock mechanism used in this system is one WCSO is familiar with and can be used in
a number of applications around the Detention facility. The housing for these locks are
unique to the Detention facility application due to the narrow jams at the cell doors and
the need for surface mounting. During the process leading up to the installation of the
test locks, WCSO was able to modiff the proposed locks to be compatible with the
current wiring and software systems. Facilities also developed a method of installation
compatible with door size and spacing.

The testing and modifications made over the last several years has been expensive and
time consuming. These locks, housing, installation, electrical compatibilrty and
acceptance by the WCSO make them the recommended choice.
